Current Situation: Fire activity remained low.
Eastern Great Basin Area Large Fires:

CORRAL CREEK/BLACKWELL and CHICKEN COMPLEX, Payette NF. The three incidents
have been turned over to the District and are now being managed as one Complex.
No new information was received.
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Outlook: High pressure off the West coast will bring mostly sunny skies to
the coastal states and most of the Intermountain West today. Low pressure
centered over Colorado will spread clouds with chances of rain and snow above
7,000 feet east of the divide. Temperatures will be in the 40"s and 50"s east
of the divide, 50"s and 60"s in the Northwest and Intermountain areas and in
the 70"s in California. No significant activity is expected.
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
